 Public Hearing – Parking Regulations 

• Public hearing called to order at 6:41 p.m. 

• Closed the public hearing at 7:42 p.m. 

• The following Select Board action was taken: 
Regulations and procedures for the operation of the Boltwood Walk Parking Facility as 
recommended by the Parking Commission. 

• VOTED unanimously to set the hours of enforcement at the Boltwood Walk Parking Facility from 
8:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m., 7 days a week. 

• VOTED unanimously to set the parking time limit to 4 hours at the Boltwood Walk Parking 
Facility. 

• VOTED unanimously to set the hourly fee at 40 cents/hour at the Boltwood Walk Parking Facility.  

• VOTED unanimously to approve 3 parking revenue collection boxes on the surface level (except 
for meters at the six 20-minute spaces) and a parking revenue collection box and gate on the lower 
level at the Boltwood Walk Parking Facility. 

• VOTED unanimously to approve twenty-five leased spaces and 1 handicapped leased space along 
the south wall of the lower level and to be available by lottery to those eligible for Town Center 
Permits at the Boltwood Walk Parking Facility.  Fee set at $100 per month for 24-hour use with a 
10% reduction if paid in full at the beginning of the year.

 VOTED unanimously to approve the closing of the Spring Street Parking Lot for the Farmers Market on 
Saturdays from 7:00 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. from May 4 to November 16, 2002.
